As to claims 61 and 64, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed laser interrogation apparatus for the reasons set forth in 
the paragraph bridging pages 21 and 22 of the amendment filed on December 3, 2003.
